THE FINANCIAL STRINGENCY AND 
THE BOOKTRADE. 

It has been called a panic—but it is not a 
panic. People have for the most part kept 
their heads, and the leading bankers have 
reasoned with the situation in large-minded 
co-operation, protecting the weak points of 
the financial line as a general brings up his 
reserve to the weak points in his line of de¬ 
fense as the attack develops. We have been 
passing through a period of wild inflation—not 
of currency, but of security valuations, and the 
present reaction has the natural and necessary 
result. To blame the President and his ad¬ 
ministration for the present condition is to 
shut eyes to the real underlying causes. 

There is no doubt, however, that although 
there has been no panic, in a close sense, 
there has been a financial stringency which 
affects actual trade, and which will continue 
for some time to affect it. The prompt action 
of the government will in all probability save 
the day, though it is administering to the 
market a large dose of alcoholic stimulant the 
effects of which may be of doubtful good. 
The abiding fact is that the farmers of the 
West and the planters of the South are pros¬ 
perous; and unless prosperity is strangled by 
lack of current cash, and resultantly of credit, 
it will continue and we shall come out all 
right. 

The booktrade has, perhaps, the least cause 


of all trades to be uneasy. The curtailment of 
their forces by industrial establishments will 
affect it slightly, but not greatly. The large 
number of public libraries will continue their 
buying—and. they are now a great factor in 
the trade; but the strength of the booktrade 
is in the fact that it is midway between the 
necessaries and the luxuries. The richer class 
will curtail their travelling, they will not buy 
expensive jewelry, and their Christmas pur¬ 
chases are the more likely to be of books. 
This will be true, also, of the great middle 
class, people who find in books a convenient 
and inexpensive present. A round of the 
jobbers and book concerns in New York this 
week brings evidence that the booktrade is 
keeping well up. There is, therefore, good 
reason to hope that Christmas-tide sales will 
be good and that publishers and booksellers 
will continue to do well with really good 
books. It is quite probable that the avalanche 
of publications of the past year may be some¬ 
what checked, and the issues of new publica¬ 
tions diminished for the next year—but if 
things keep about as they are, we think this 
will be the chief effect upon the booktrade. 


INVOICES FOR GOODS SENT INTO 
CANADA. 

A. T. Chapman, of Montreal, calls the at¬ 
tention of American exporters of goods to 
Canada to the necessity of more care in mak¬ 
ing out invoices. According to the regula¬ 
tions of the Canadian Customs Department, 
invoices properly certified and signed must be 
supplied to the consignee in triplicate, and in 
cases where enclosures are made they must be 
accurately listed on the shipper’s invoice. 

The customs authorities are becoming very 
insistent and strict in enforcing their regula¬ 
tions, and the omission of an item, or inac¬ 
curacy in an invoice, may delay the delivery 
of goods for weeks and cause considerable 
worix and trouble to the consignee, partic¬ 
ularly at the holiday season. 


A PRINT-PAPER MERGER. 

Within a few weeks, it is said, every print 
paper mill and sulphite plant in Wisconsin, 
Minnesota and Michigan, which means the 
entire print paper market in the Middle West, 
will be under the control of the International 
Paper Company of New York. John G. Han- 
rahan, of New York, who has been engineer¬ 
ing the deal, is at present in Appleton, Wis., 
completing the merger. 

One manufacturer, according to a special 
despatch to the New York World, said that 
the owners, who several years ago gave op¬ 
tions on their mills to be sold outright for 
cash, have now agreed to take bonds of the 
merger company as part payment and to ac¬ 
cept stock in the merger for the remainder. 
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“EXPOSITION DU LIVRE” IN PARIS. 

The international so-called “Exposition du 
Livre” which was opened in August in the 
Grand Palais, Champs Elysees, Paris, and 
closed in October, has caused great disap¬ 
pointment to all who expected to find books 
there. The “Cercle de la Librairie,” the 
French booktrade association, for special rea¬ 
sons, did not take part in it; consequently 
nearly all French publishers abstained from 
being represented and the big hall had to be 
filled up with other objects, foreign to the 
purpose of the exhibition. The Parisian 
dailies and weeklies were well represented, 
but if foreign countries had not participated 
the exhibition could scarcely have taken place. 

The United States were the most promi¬ 
nent among the foreign countries represented. 
Among others there were the fine exhibits of 
the Mergenthaler Linotype Co., The Michle 
Co., Hammond, Roux & Co., of Chicago, and 
others, and, in a special collection arranged by 
H. Tolman, Director of the American Institute 
of Social Service, Commissioner-General of 
the American Section at the Exhibition, the 
exhibit of The Monoline, Funk & Wagnalls 
Co., The Bayard Chemical Co., and others. 

The American periodical and daily press was 
represented by Saarbach’s News Exchange, 
of Paris, London and Mainz; by Munsey’s, 
McClure’s, Everybody's, Argosy, Woman, Life, 
Puck, Judge, Outing, Leslie’s Weekly, Har¬ 
per’s Weekly, Harpeps Monthly, Telegraph, 
and others. . . 

Although, as mentioned before, the exhibi¬ 
tion was particularly well patronized by the 
United States and also by Germany and Eng¬ 
land it must be considered a failure because 
it did not hold to what it promised to be¬ 
an “Exposition du Livre.”

WHITTIER CENTENARY CELEBRA¬ 
TIONS. 

Tiie centenary of Whittier’s birth, Decem¬ 
ber 17, will no doubt be observed by the 
schools and literary societies throughout the 
country. Special celebrations will be held at 
Haverhill and Amesbury, Mass., the birth¬ 
place and home of the poet. A meeting is be¬ 
ing arranged by the citizens of Haverhill for 
the afternoon of the 17th at the Universalist 
Church, and it is expected that Mr. Frank B. 
Sanborn and Professor Bliss Perry, editor of 
the Atlantic Monthly, will make addresses. 
There will also be a poem by Mrs. Julia Ward 
Plowe. Whittier’s birthplace at East Haver¬ 
hill and “The Buttonwoods,” the home of the 
historical society, will be open to the public 
during the day; and there will be an exhibit 
of Whittier manuscripts and first editions at 
the Haverhill Public Library. 

The commemorative exercises at Amesbury 
will be opened with music by the school chil¬ 
dren. Hon. A. P. White, of Salem, will read 
a letter which President Roosevelt has writ¬ 
ten for the occasion. Addresses are expected 
bv Governor Curtis Guild, of Massachusetts, 
Booker T. Washington, Edmund Clarence 
Stedman, and ex-Governors John D. Long and 
John L. Bates. There will be a reading by Mrs. 
Annie Fields, and incidental music. The in¬ 


vited guests will lunch at the Whittier Home 
Association before going to the meeting. 

A most fitting and desirable little volume for 
the commemoration of the centenary of Whit¬ 
tier’s birth, on December 17, has been written 
and compiled by Professor Bliss Perry. His 
introductory sketch gives a fresh and inform¬ 
ing portrayal of Whittier’s life, and points 
out the significance of his poetry for American 
readers. The selection contains such poems 
as are most essential to an understanding of 
Whittier’s personality and surroundings; and 
they represent also the characteristic themes 
which occupied his mind during his stormy 
manhood and serene old age. The volume has 
two characteristic portraits, and is issued in a 
large-paper edition of 400 copies and in school 
editions bound in linen and paper, besides the 
regular edition. 

The authorized and definitive “Life of Whit¬ 
tier,” by Samuel T. Pickard, formerly pub¬ 
lished in two volumes, is now to be had in a 
new one-volume revised edition, with photo¬ 
gravure illustrations. 

Whittier’s authorized publishers, Houghton,. 
Mifflin & Co., issue the works of the Quaker 
poet in various forms to suit all tastes and 
pocket-books. They have four different one- 
volume editions of his poetical works and il¬ 
lustrated holiday editions of “Snow-Bound,”’ 
“The Tent on the Beach,” “At Sundown,” etc. 
“Whittier Land,” by Samuel T. Pickard, de¬ 
serves mention as a valuable little handbook 
containing interesting anecdotes of the poet,, 
descriptions of the historical aspect of the re¬ 
gions associated with his life, and numerous- 
illustrations from photographs. 

Whittier’s works naturally find their place 
in an American library for much the same 
reason as Longfellow’s. He has so voiced the 
thoughts of the people that one feels that such 
expression of them should be always at hand. 
His verses are read by the cottage fireside,, 
recited in the schools, proclaimed from the 
pulpit and platform, rle has given us some 
of the most graphic and beautiful descriptions 
of American nature in the language, and the 
most stirring appeals to patriotism of any of 
our poets. 


WHAT ENGLISH PUBLISHERS READ. 

The editor of the London Book Monthly 
has induced several English publishers to tell 
their colleagues what books they read for 
their personal refreshment “when they are 
weary of mss. and time permits,” and prints 
the result in his issue for November. 

Mr. John Murray says if he were to in¬ 
dulge in such a “stretch of imagination” as to 
suppose he could get away to some secluded' 
spot for some months, and had to select a 
small number of books as his sole means of 
recreation, he would take with him a Bible 
and Prayer-Book, a Shakespeare, Virgil, Hor¬ 
ace, and a copy of Boswell’s “Johnson,” 
(Croker’s edition,) would, of course, be es¬ 
sential. Next would come Lockhart’s “Life 
of Scott,” Byron’s “Poetry and Letters,”" 
Smiles’s “Lives of the Engineers,” Yule’s 
“Marco Polo,” Froude’s “Plistory of Eng¬ 
land,” Mahan’s “Nelson,” Maxwell’s “Duke 
of Wellington,” Carlyle’s “French Revolu- 
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lion,” Gibbon ? s “Rome,” Motley’s “Dutch Re¬ 
public,” Macaulay’s “Essays,” “The Student’s 
Hume,” and Fletcher’s “History of England.” 
Then. Scott’s and Thackeray’s novels, some 
of Dickens’s, George Eliot’s, Dumas’s, and 
Victor Hugo’s novels, “The Arabian Nights,” 
■“Kim,” and all of Kipling’s Short Stories, 
Newbolt’s “The Island Race,” “The Bon 
Gaultier Ballads,” and “The Ingoldsby Leg¬ 
ends.” To those he would add a volume or 
two of sermons or theological essays, a few 
books on socialism (pro and con), some 
French memoirs, Haydn’s “Dictionary of 
Dates”—a small biographical dictionary, Whit¬ 
aker’s Almanac and a good atlas. 

Mr. Frederick Macmillan’s list is almost as 
long as Mr. Murray’s, including over a hun¬ 
dred works chiefly of imagination, in regard to 
most of which he makes the astounding state¬ 
ment that he would “be prepared to answer 
an examination paper.” Mr. Macmillan’s list 
includes Trollope’s Barsetshire novels, the 
“Bon Gaultier Ballads” and “Mr. Sponge’s 
Sporting Tour.” 

Mr. Edward Marston thinks if publishers 
read one-twentieth of the mss. they receive 
they can read nothing else. The rest of their 
spare time they should spend on the golf links, 
and perhaps a few of the wise ones should 
go a-fishing, and read—if they must read—in 
bed! 

Mr. Edward Bell likes Scott, Miss Austen, 
Thackeray, Dickens and Trollope, but he pre¬ 
fers history, and has often taken away with 
him “such books as Carlyle’s ‘French Revolu¬ 
tion’ and ‘Frederick the Great.’ ” 

One of the most interesting of the letters is 
that from Mr. William Heinemann, who de¬ 
clares that everything he reads “has some sort 
of relation to what I do or do not publish. 
Even,” he goes on to say, “when I take down 
a volume of Balzac or a play of Shakespeare, 
I fancy I am reading it to ‘brace’ up my liter¬ 
ary palate—jaded as it becomes through the 
sweets and savories of my daily menu. I 
have next to my bed at this moment De 
'Quincey s Suspiria’ and Marni’s ‘Comment 
dies se Donnent,’ and these two books seem 
to be pointing out what I would and would 
not wish to print—though I put them there 
with no view to study or profit. It’s instinct, 

I suppose, or a pernicious habit.” 

Mr. Arthur Waugh, of Chapman & Hall, 
nist says that his favorite reading is his own 
advertisements, but later on he confesses to 
a taste for the old poets, and eighteenth- 
century novelists. 

. Mr. John Lane says: “I shall never become 
tired of William Watson’s ‘Coronation Ode,’ 
or Stephen Phillips’s ‘Marpessa,’ or Francis 
Coutts’s ‘Angling Days,’ or of John David¬ 
son’s ‘Fleet Street Ecologues;’ and I never 
tire of reading Mrs. Meynell’s poems. 1 am 
old-fashioned enough, too, to read with great 
enjoyment most of Le Gallienne’s poems and 
prose. If my mind turns to fiction, I have 
Mr. W. J. Locke with his ‘The Morals of 
Marcus Ordeyne’ and ‘The Beloved Vaga¬ 
bond,’ or Miss Willcocks with her ‘The Wing¬ 
less Victory’ and ‘Widdicombe.’ However, I 
—like most, other publishers, I suspect—have 
very little time for anything beyond desultory 


reading; but I try to read most of the works 
on the English school of art. I have a par¬ 
ticular interest in the early water-color men, 
whose art is essentially English. Then, 
again, I take more than a passing interest in 
works relating to porcelain, china, glass, old 
furniture and prints.” 

But the article in the Book Monthly is too 
interesting and suggestive to be quoted in ex¬ 
tracts, and we therefore refer our readers to 
the original as printed in the November num¬ 
ber of that magazine. 


INKLESS PRINTING. 

It will be remembered that some years ago 
great things were predicted in the way of 
inkless printing, the method involving the 
use of a specially treated paper and an electric 
current passing through the forme. The 
process got no further than the company pro¬ 
moting stage, and the inkmakers breathed 
again. Just recently, however, according to 
the London Stationery Trades Journal, a new 
method has been patented in Germany by a 
photographic printing concern whose name 
for the present is withheld. The patent ob¬ 
tained by this concern cites that “a printing 
medium is applied to a surface on which the 
parts in relief, and the parts not in relief, are 
of different material and have different effect 
on the printing medium, so that the printing 
medium is retained on the relief parts only. 
For example, a gelatine line or half-tone re¬ 
lief on glass or other material is flooded with 
hydrogen-peroxide solution, which is absorbed 
by the gelatine and quickly evaporates from 
the glass, so that a print can be made on gela¬ 
tinized paper, satin paper, or textile fabric 
and developed in the well-known manner.” 
This is not quite the same thing as inkless 
printing from type, but it has some applica¬ 
tions in that direction. 


PAPER FROM PEAT. 

The peat bog, according to R. S. S. Bergh, 
U. S. Consul at Gothenberg, Sweden, fur¬ 
nishes the latest substitute for wood in the 
manufacture of paper. Paper making from 
peat on a commercial scale has already begun 
in Sweden, where a company, capitalized at 
more than $1,000,000, has made extensive pur¬ 
chases of peat bogs and prepared plans for the 
erection of mills for turning out wrapping 
paper and pasteboard. The money for the 
enterprise comes largely from London, but the 
process by which the vegetable fibre of the 
peat will be converted into paper is covered 
by an American patent. 

It is claimed that a ton of paper worth $30 
can be made from peat at a total cost of $15, 
thus leaving a satisfactory margin of profit. 
It is further claimed, according to Mr. Bergh, 
“that it takes only two hours to convert the 
peat into paper. It should not, however, be 
expected that peat as a material for paper 
making can take the place of wood pulp for all 
purposes. If it helps to meet the demand for 
the coarser grades of paper and thus relieves 
the pressure upon the timber supply it will do 
a great deal for the forests of the United 
States. 
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“The quantity of peat in the world is enor¬ 
mous. It exists in all the countries of north¬ 
ern Europe and has been used as fuel for cen¬ 
turies. Deposits from 10 to 50 feet deep 
and many miles in extent are not unusual. 
Siberia has thousands of square miles of peat, 
and much exists in the United States and 
Canada. It is a vegetable substance, de¬ 
posited by slow accumulations during thou¬ 
sands of years, the process being similar to 
that by which coal was formed. 

“Many good qualities have been claimed for 
paper made from peat.. It is said that an ar¬ 
ticle wrapped in it will not be attacked by 
moths, and for that reason it is assured to be 
particularly fitted for boxes and bags for stor¬ 
ing furs and woollen clothing. It is further 
claimed that a process of bleaching will give 
the paper a snow white color, and thus make 
it equal to the best pulp papers for printing 
purposes, but this claim does not appear to 
have been established by actual tests on a 
commercial scale. Wrapping papers, card¬ 
boards and paper boxes made from peat pos¬ 
sess greater strength than similar articles 
made from straw.” 


FRENCH ENGRAVED BOOKS AT 
SCRIBNER’S. 

Charles Scribner's Sons will have on ex¬ 
hibition in their rare book department, until 
November 27, nearly two hundred engraved 
French books of the 18th century, when, ac¬ 
cording to Henry Cohen, “the illustrated book 
reached its pre-eminence by means of the 
subtle and refined pencil of a whole series 
of ‘little masters,’ marvellously seconded by a 
veritable phalanx of skilled engravers from 
the school of Cars, of Lebas, of Basan and 
many others of whose work examples are 
shown in the Scribner exhibition.

PUBLISHERS COMPETING WITH BOOKSELL¬ 
ERS FOR RETAIL TRADE. 

To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

Dear Sir : A few days since a lady called at 
our store asking for two copies of a $1 net book 
issued a week or two ago. The books were 
shown to her, but when the price was asked 
and the reply given $1 net per copy, we were 
informed that the book could be purchased 
from the publisher for 85 cents. We refused 
to supply the book at that price, thinking that 
there must be some mistake about it, and at 
once wrote to the publishers stating the case 
and asking for a reply. We have just re¬ 
ceived the following letter:

Dear Sir: We are in receipt of your letter with 

regard to the price of.sold at. 

for 85 cents per copy. In reply we would say that 
you were correctly informed, but we should like to 
add a word or two with reference to the circumstances 
under which this book was offered. 

As you may not know, it was handled by our 
Educational Department, who had an exhibition of 

their publications in.for advertising 

purposes. It is the custom of other publishers to 
sell their educational hooks at these Institutes, to 
which teachers from all over the country come, at 
discounted prices, thereby saving the expense of 
donation copies. As the book, therefore, is an edu¬ 
cational publication, it is not subject to the same 


rules as so-called A. P. A. nets. We thought from 
yc-ur letter that you might have been under this 
misapprehension, and therefore write you this ex¬ 
planation.

The writer recognizes the fact the pub¬ 
lishers of the book in question have the right 
to sell this book at any price they please, but 
under such methods how long will it be before 
the public loses all confidence in advertised 
net prices? Retail Bookseller. 

THE STANDARD BIBLE DICTIONARY. 

To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

Dear Sir : In your issue of November 2 r 
James D. Blake calls attention to a certain 
publisher who appears to be making a bid for 
business which properly belongs to the re¬ 
tailer. The offense, if it can be called by such 
a name, of Doubleday, Page & Co. is slight in 
comparison with that committed by the Funk 
& Wagnalls Company in the sale of their new 
one-volume “Standard Bible Dictionary.” The 
book was announced as to be published at $6 
net. The Funk & Wagnalls Company are 
members of the American Publishers’ Asso¬ 
ciation, and as such are supposed to publish 
net books under its rules. Their traveller so¬ 
licited orders for the “Standard Bible Dic¬ 
tionary” with such an understanding held out 
as a reason why large orders should be placed, 
(100 copies 40 per cent.,) so that a clean 4a 
per cent, profit could be made, as the price of 
the book ^could not be cut. 

After the trade had placed their orders, the 
publishers circularized the clergy of the coun¬ 
try, offering the book at a special price of $4 
net , or one-third of the net list price. When 
asked for an explanation, they replied that the 
bookseller ought to be satisfied with the 10 
per cent, profit left for him. Further com¬ 
ment or explanation is unnecessary.

It is not our policy to solicit from the trade 
advance orders for books of this class. The 
booking of advance orders from the trade for 
the “Bible Dictionary” was contrary to our 
custom, and was an error made by our solic¬ 
itor.

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OBITUARY NOTES. 

Mrs. Harriet Farley Donlevy, editor of 
the Lozvell Offering, one of the earliest, if 
not the first, woman’s magazine in the United 
States, died in New York City on the 15th 
inst., aged ninety-five. 

William Hartz, publisher of Phillips’ 
Elite and other business directories at 83 
Nassau Street, New York City, died at his 
home, 223 Hawthorne Street, Flabush, L. I. 
Mr. Hartz was born in London, Eng., in 
1857, and came to New York about thirty 
years ago. He entered the employ of the 
Phillips concern twenty-seven years ago and 
three years ago purchased the publication. 

Horatio Richmond Palmer, author and 
composer, died in Yonkers, N. Y., November 
15. Dr. Palmer was born in Sherburne, 
N. Y., in 1834. He composed a number of 
hymns, among which are “The Rose of 
Sharon,” “Galilee, Blue Galilee,” “Come, Sin¬ 
ner, Come,” “By and By We Shall Meet 
Him” and “Jesus Loves Little Children.” 
Among his theoretical works are “Theory 
of Music,” “Class Method,” “Dictionary of 
Musical Terms” and “Manual for Teachers.” 
At the time of the Chicago fire the plates of 
six of his books were melted while on the 
presses, and he lost the sale of many thou¬ 
sands of volumes before the plates could be 
reproduced. 

Professor Lucien Marcus Underwood, 
professor of botany at Columbia University 
since 1896, died November 15 by his own hand 
at his home in Redding, Conn. Professor 
Underwood was born at New Woodstock, N. 
Y., October 26, 1853, and was graduated from 
the Syracuse University in 1877. During the 
succeeding six years he served as an instructor 
in botany in various small colleges in Illinois. 
In t88i he was elected a member of the faculty 
of Syracuse University; in 1891 he became 
professor at De Pauw University, in 1895 he 
went to the Alabama Polytechnic Institute, 
where he remained only a year, when he re¬ 
ceived his appointment at Columbia Univer¬ 
sity. His research work, conducted in great 
part in the New York Botanical Garden, 
created widespread attention in scientific cir¬ 
cles. He was regarded as the foremost living 
authority on North American ferns and fungi. 
The publications of which he was the author 
dealt chiefly with these growths, and include 
a “Descriptive Catalogue of North American 
Hepaticae,” “Moulds, Mildews and Mush¬ 
rooms,” “Our Native Ferns and Their Allies,” 
and “Our Native Ferns and How to Study 
Them.” 

Moncure Daniel Conway, the well-known 
author, minister, lecturer and journalist, died 
in Paris, November 16, the day he expected 
to sail for this country. Dr. Conway was born 
at Middleton, in Stafford County, Virginia, on 
March 17, 1832. Originally a Methodist 
preacher, and holding extreme Southern 
views, he came under the influence of Emer¬ 
son and the radical opponents of slavery and 
changed both his political belief and his re¬ 
ligious creeds. He entered the Divinity 
School at Cambridge, and on graduation es¬ 


sayed to preach Unitarian doctrine in his na¬ 
tive State. His anti-slavery sentiments made 
his stay in the South impossible, and he there¬ 
fore went to Cincinnati. Afterward, for a 
time, he edited the Boston Commonwealth. 
and in 1863 he visited England to make prop¬ 
aganda for the anti-slavery cause. The trus¬ 
tees of the ultra-liberal South Place Chapel, 
in London, secured his services, and there he 
preached from 1863 to 1884, when he re¬ 
turned to the United States. Again, from 
1892 to 1897, he occupied his London pulpit, 
and then he retired to devote himself exclu¬ 
sively to literary work. In 1904 he published 
his “Autobiography,” in which he told of his 
long and interesting life, and his associations 
with men of letters and distinguished persons 
at home and abroad. It includes recollections 
of Emerson, Walt Whitman, Longfellow, 
Robert Browning, Dickens and others. Dr. 
Conway’s latest book, published in 1907, was 
entitled “My Pilgrimage to the Wise Men in 
the East.” He travelled extensively, and was 
greatly interested in various religions of the 
Far East. His free thought on religion led to 
an estrangement with his father in his early 
youth. Among his other books were: “The 
Earthward Pilgrimage,” “Idols and Ideals,” 
“Demonology and Devil Lore,” “The Wan¬ 
dering Jew,” “The Sacred Anthology,” 
“George Washington and Mount Vernon,” 
Lives of Edmund Randolph, Thomas Paine, 
Hawthorne and Thomas Carlyle; “Barons of 
the Potomack and Rappahannock,” “Emerson 
at Home and Abroad,” “Pine and Palm,” 
“Prisons of Air,” “Republican Superstitions,” 
and “Solomon and Solomonic Literature.” 
A profound scholar, who touched life at many 
points, who came into contact with many of 
the greatest men of his time, his personality 
was ever most charming, and he won for him¬ 
self many friends and admirers in all parts of 
the world. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

The author of “Aunt Jane of Kentucky,” 
Eliza Covert Hall, is Eliza Calvert Obencha’in, 
the wife of William Alexander Obenehain, 
president of Ogden College, Bowling Green, 
Ky. 

The author of “Father and Son,” that most 
captivating of human documents recently 
brought out by the Scribners, is Edmund 
Gosse, [the son,] whose father was P. H. 
Gosse, the eminent zoologist. The book is 
bound to become a heritage of literature. 

The author of “The Real Agatha,” Miss 
Edith Huntington Mason, is the daughter of 
Edward G. Mason, the author, and grand¬ 
daughter of former Mayor Mason of Chicago, 
and, although she has been a contributor to 
magazines for a few years, this is her first 
book. 

Professor Charles Eliot Norton cele¬ 
brated his eightieth birthday anniversary at 
his home, Shady Hill, Cambridge, Mass., on 
November 16. He was in excellent health 
and received numerous callers during the day. 
Among the many congratulatory messages 
which came to him was one in book-form, 
signed by numerous undergraduates and

graduates of Harvard University. The chief 
foreign tribute was an illuminated address 
from the Ruskin Society of Glasgow. 

The author of “Stories from the Old Testa¬ 
ment for Children/’ published by Duffield & 
Go., Mrs. Harriet Blaine Beale, is the daugh¬ 
ter of the late James G. Blaine, who, by the 
way, is also known to New Yorkers as the 
sister of Mrs. Walter Damrosch, and to Chi¬ 
cagoans as the sister-in-law of Mrs. Emmons 
Blaine. Herbert Moore and Roscoe Shrader, 
two young pupils of Howard Pyle, have been 
secured to illustrate Mrs. Beale’s book. Both 
have contributed pictures that are achseolog- 
ically correct, and yet so arranged as to com¬ 
position and subjection of detail that they are 
alive with forceful realism. 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

The Nezv England Magazine, which traces 
its origin back to 1758, is to be sold at auc¬ 
tion in Boston, on November 26. No reason 
for the sale is given. According to the ad¬ 
vertisement of the auctioneers the magazine 
has no outstanding debts. Under the present 
ownership it is edited by Edwin D. Mead, 
•of Boston.

There are seventeen stories 
in all and some of them are written down 
as nearly as possible as they are current 
among the people.
